the sailors 
at Libau also

tinied. Is making desperate and even 
frantic efforts to meet the situation 
and to st ami* cut the flames of revolu­ 
tion before 
they can spread 
to the 


a r m y , which is row the last bulwark 
of the autocracy. 
With Poland red with the spirit of 
revolt, the Caucasus already almost in 
a state of civil war; agrarian disor­ 
ders 
spreading 
rapidly, the 
whole 
country profoundly stirred and the in­ 
telligent 
classes 
solidly 
arrayed 
against the government, all conditions 
seem ripe for the long predicted revo­ 
lution. 
The first 
act of the 
government, 
after 
dispatching Admiral 
Kruger’s 
squadron from Sevastopol, was to sum­ 
mon the Kniaz Potemkine, whose mu­ 
tineers have now been joined by the 
crews of the two torpedo boats which 
accompanied it to Odessa, to surrender 
under the threat of firing upon and 
sinking the vessel. 
This was followed 
by the declaration of martial law at 
Odessa and Libau and the clothing of 
the military commanders with plenary 
powers. 
The newly formed council for im­ 
perial defense met Thursday night un­ 
der the presidency of Grand Duke Nich­ 
olas and was in 
session after mid­ 
night. 
Beyond the fact that the tem­ 
per 
of the army was 
considered at 
length, nothing is known as to what 
occurred in the council or regarding 
the decisions at which it arrived. 


Honeycombed With Sedition. 


Great fear is expressed that many 
regiments are honeycombed with sedi­ 
tion aud there is grave doubt of their 
loyalty should they he called upon to 
lire on the revolutionists. 
Indeed, the 
most startling stories involving the 
unreliability of the troops are being 
repeated 
in St. Petersburg, 
hut the 
truth of many of them is more than 
questionable. 
What effect the news of the happen­ 
ings"’ at Odessa will have upon 
the 
troops and the people in general is 
problematical 
and 
is puzzling 
the 
press. 
The precautions taken by the 
authorities to keep the news from the 
public have been iii vain, the revolu­ 
tionaries and the Liberals everywhere 
spreading 
it by word of mouth 
and 
within twenty-four hours 
it will be 
known in the uttermost confines of 
European Russia. 
When the news reaches the armies 
in Manchuria it is bound to create a 
deep 
impression. 
The 
authorities, 
however, realizing that it was certain 
to leak out and that there would he 
exaggerated versions 
of it, and per­ 
haps to prepare the way for a public 
announcement, are now sending some 
dispatches 
to the newspapers, 
hut 
these only contain information not for 
publication. 
At the admiralty, where the temper 
of the Black sea sailors is known, the 
orders 
sent 
to 
Admiral 
Kruger’s 
squadron were by no means unani­ 
mously 
approved. 
Among 
others, 
Vice Admiral 
Skrydloff openly 
ex­ 
pressed the 
opinion that the 
blue­ 
jackets of Kruger’s ships would not 
fire on their comrades 
on board the 
Kniaz Potemkine, but that on the con­ 
trary they might revolt should they be 
ordered to shoot. 


Would Starve Out Mutineers. 
Admiral Skrydloff was of the opin­ 
io? that the best course would he to 
alb v the crew of the Kniaz Potem­ 
kin 
to remain on hoard until it had 
ut < a starved into submission. 
In this connection the story is cur­ 
rent that the crew 
of the battleship 
captured 
two English ships 
loaded 
with i revisions and is holding them 
alongside. 
As 
far as 
known here, 
Admiral 
Kruger, although due at Odessa early 
Thursday evening, had not arrived up 
to midnight, and this gave rise to ru­ 
mors 
that the 
crews had 
actually 
seized the othef ships of the squadron. 
Dispatches received from Odessj. do 


rot 
make the 
situation very 
clear. 
Millions of dollars worth of property, 
fru hiding ships, has 
been burned or 
Otherwise 
destroyed. 
Odessa is ter­ 
ror-stricken, and many, probably hun­ 
dreds, have been killed or wounded in 
the street fighting. 
The fact that the 
troops and police made no attempt to 
Interfere with the burial of the mar­ 
tyred sailor is considered to be conclu­ 
sive evidence that they 
either felt 
themselves 
powerless or feared 
to 
make the attempt on account of the 
attitude of the jopulace. 
Under cover of the darkness pro­ 
duced by 
the dense pall of 
smoke 
hanging over the city, it is reported, 
the mob has begun to sack and plun­ 
der. 
Foreign 
property has 
suffered 
heavily. 
In naval circles the cause of 
the mutiny on hoard the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine is attributed 
principally to the 
severity 
of Vice Admiral 
Chuktin’s 
regime. 
He is a martinet, of a most 
seveie type and several of his sailors 
have already 
been shot 
for disobe­ 
dience. 
At the time of the mutiny a 
courtmartial was actually in progress 
at Sevastopol and several of the crew 
of the battleship had been sentenced 
by it. 
Late dispatches from Libau say that 
property losses there are considerable 
and that all the workmen have gone 
out in sympathy 
with the action of 
the bluejackets. 
Private reports are 
said to have been received, according 
to 
which 
artillery 
was 
employed 
against the mutineers, 
but this has 
not been eon firmed, nor is there at 
hand any statement giving the num­ 
ber of killed or wounded. 
Four Lake 
submarine boats are moored at quays 
in the harbor 
hut a dispatch 
from 
Simon 
Lake 
cays they are 
under 
guard and are “yet” undamaged. 
The mutiny at Libau, following on 
the heels 
of the events 
at Odessa, 
gave 
rise to the impression 
that it 
might he the result of a general plot 
of the sailors, hut 
no connection be­ 
tween these happenings has yet been 
established. 
Up to midnight the blue­ 
jackets at Cronstadt made no move 
which would indicate their connection 
with a plot. 
It is reported 
that the 
volunteer 
fleet cruiser Saratoff has been burned 
at Odessa. 
Agrarian riots now extend over al­ 
most the entire government of Kher­ 
son. 
There 
is 
a similar 
state 
of 
things in the government of Ekaterl- 
noslav, where incendiarism is rife.

Odessa, June 30.—A semblance of 
order has been restored, hut the situa­ 
tion is still most critical. 
The Central railway station was de­ 
stroyed 
by fire Thursday 
evening, 
many persons being injured and taken 
to hospitals. 
The populace is still in 
a vengeful mood and unless the situa­ 
tion is handled with the utmost care 
anything may yet happen. 
Thus far the only incident reported 
Thursday evening besides the burn­ 
ing of the Central railway station, is 
the explosion of a bomb in a private 
house, by which several persons were 
injured; but it is impossible to gut 
precise information or permission to 
visit the actual scenes of conflict. 
Startling accounts, which cannot he 
definitely confirmed, are current re­ 
garding Wednesday 
night’s rioting. 
In these accounts it is said that no 
fewer than 1,000 persons were killed. 
The 
troops faced a condition 
of 
complete anarchy, thousands of des­ 
perate incendiaries trying to set fire 
to every building. 
The soldiers were 
compelled to adopt the sternest meas­ 
ures 
and employed 
machine 
guns 
against the mob. 
It is alleged thai at 3 o’clock Thurs­ 
day morning a lar "o body of rioters 
tried to enter the central part of tho 
town by way of Polish hill and that a 
terrific fusillade was kept up by both 
sides with rifles and revolvers. 
It is 
also alleged that

and that when the mob tried to ascend 
the (steps near the church of St. Nich­ 
olas to reach the boulevard St. Nich­ 
olas, Cossacks and other troops fired 
repeated volleys into the crowd, with 
terrible results, wagon loads of dead 
being 
carried away. 
Many 
lives, it 
is said, were lost in the endeavors of 
the military 
stop incendiarism. 
The conflagration extended for over 
a mile and thousands of tons of rail­ 
way sleepers and all the trestles sup­ 
porting 
the elevated railroad 
sur­ 
rounding the port, together with all 
the contiguous buildings, 
were con­ 
sumed, the troops in the meanwhile 
firing volleys to compel the rioters to 
desist. 
It is stated that 3 officers of 
police, IO policemen, 23 Cossacks and 
IO infantry 
soldiers were killed 
in 
those encounters. 
The funeral of Omiltchuk, which has 
just been held, became an imposing 
popular demonstration, 
which fort ti 
nately was without disorder. 
A pro­ 
cession of many thousands of persons 
followed the 
body from the 
harbor 
along Preobrajensky 
street 
to th 1 
military cemetery. 
Cossacks guard all approaches to

W ashington, Ju ne 30.— Charging him 
with changing his position over night 
‘‘for m ere lucre” and 
with being in­ 
fluenced “solely by personal advant­ 
age," Secretary Taft in his conference 
in New’ York, on June 25, with John 
F. W allace, 
chief 
engineer of 
the 
P anam a canal, after adm inistering a 
s e v e n 1 rebuke to him. requested ins 
resignation on the ground that “pub­ 
lic interest requires that you tender 
your resignation at this moment and 
turn over the records of your office to 
the ( l . k n u m of the com m ission.” 
T his tact is disclosed in an official 
statem ent issued from the office of the 
secretary of war Thursday, reviewing 
the relations of Mr. W allace with the 
war department and tho commission 
sin ce the latter body's reorganization 
last 
spring, quoting 
tile several e x ­ 
pressions of the i liic t engineer of his 
satisfaction with the entire arrange­ 
m ent, and then g ives 
a verbatim ac­ 
count of tile1 conference1 between S ec­ 
retary Taft and Mr. W allace, in N ew 
York, which concluded with the sub­ 
m ission to Secretary 'Taft ct Mr. W al­ 
lace's resignation. 
T he statement is­ 
sued Thursday night concludes with 
the1 p resident’s letter to Mr. W allace.
